WASHINGTON, April 10— According 


to Information secured by the Rational 
Coal Assqdatlon and the United States 
Geological Survey, the first week o! 
tie coal miners* strike curtailed pro- 
duction to less than 4,000,000 tons, as 
against 10,453,000 tons during the 
•week preceding. The association is- 
sued thu morning the following state- 
ment: 


"Advices to the National Coal As- 


sociation Irom the bituminous fields at 
the end of the first week of. the strike 
indicate that for the week ended April 
S, the total production of soft coal will 
be slightly under 4,000,000 tons. While 
this IB below the capacity of the non- 
union fields, the only reason for the 
restricted production is to be found in 
the inability of the operators (o find a 
market for their coal. 
~ 


"Heports from all non-union fields 


to the association state that produc- 
tion is running at various rates from 
40 per cent to 70 or 80 per cent ot 
normal and that the only reason for 
the failure to produce more is the in- 
difference of consumers. Thousands of 
cars of coal are standing on the mine 
sidings and in railroad yards awaiting 
billln-g orders from consumers. 


'4It is evident that if consumers go 


into the market for larger amounts of 
coal, mines and 
workers in non- 


in production in non-union 


union fields are ready to add largely 
to their weekly output. 


"In the union fields tie factor limit- 


ing production ii-, in geaeral, the 
strike, but in the non-union fields tne 
limiting factor continues to be the 
lack, of orders, aj for many weeks 
past. 


"Consumers manifest no anxiety 


•with respect to thur future stocks of 
coal. Large amounts of coal produced 
in the union fields during the last 
week before the strike are remaining 
unsold upon the sidings. Reports from 
the union fields are nearly unanimous 
la stating that numbers of unbilled 
cars are remaining on ttie tracks. Un- 
der such conditions it IB not surpris- 
ing that there has been no marked in- 
crease 
fields. 


"Conditions in some of the more im- 


portant fields are as follows: 


"In the non-union fields of Pennsyl- 


vania production is running at about 
the pre-strifee rate. In the non-union 
fields of Eastern Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, output is not up to normal 
solely because of lack of orders for 
coaL 


"West Virginia, with, operation for 


the entire state at 65 per cent of nor- 
mal, is held down by lack of orders. 
The Kanawha field of "West Virginia 
reports 1,250 cars standing unsold and 
that, if there were sufficient orders on 
hand to Justify running the mines, a 
larger percentage of the men now idle 
ironld retnfn .to work under condi- 
tions offered them by the operators on 
April 1. In the Winding Gulf field of 
West Virginia 4,2CO'cars are standing 
unsold on the traiiks. 


"Ohio, Indiana and Illinois are near- 


ly 100 per cent closed down but a 
large number of cars loaded during 
the last week before the strike are 
still unsold. West of ths ilississippi 
union mines are closed; non-union 
mines are operating so far as orders 
for coal enable the mines to run. 


"Western Kentucky reports that, 


•wMle a large numoer of mines are not 
working, the explanation is to be 
found in the lack of orders and the 
unsold cars "of coal already standing 
at the mines. 


"The f. o. b. spot price for bitomin- 


thracitc region work ceased entirely" 
During tha 1913 strike the anthracite 
mines operated at capacity. 


The week's output falls short of 


what the mines not affected by the 
strike can produce If the demand is 
active. Prom mines In many non- 
union districts reports of "dull mar- 
ket" and "no orders" have been re- 
ceived, and there Is a large number of 
loaded cars unbilled on the sidings, 
some of which are in fields closed by 
tha strike. 


Production of soft coal continued to 


increase .during the last five days be- 
fore the strike, but because of the (Io- 
dine on Saturday the total output for 
the week ended April 1 was less than 
the week before. 
Including lignite 


and coal coke4, the- production is esti- 
mated at 10,453.000 net tons.

As a further 
reason for not participating in such a 
conference as you propose, we call 
your attention to the fact that the 
miners destroyed this agreement la 
1920 which you are now urging us to 
keep. Their official organ says so. We 
quote from Its Issue of September I, 
1920: 
"The inter-state joint »age 


movement of the miners and operators 
ot the. central competitive field, which, 
was in successful existence for so 
many years, was disrupted at the joint 
conference held at Cleveland, Ohio." 
Again: "As a result, the various dis- 
tricts m the central competitive field 
are working out Individual agree- 
ments." 


We have offered to meet the miners 


ot Western Pennsylvania to negotiate 
a wage for this district; they have ab- 
solutely refused to meet us. Can your 
committee or any one else charge us 
with responsibility for this strike in 
view of these undisputed facts? Why 
not devote your Influence to arranging 
wage matters in each district in such 
manner as will not violate the law of 
the land? 


We notice in the public press that 


John L. Lewis, president of the United 
Mine Workers, has stated that a so- 
called four-state agreement milgt first 
be made and then that agreement 
forced upon tie rest of the United 
States. Is this fair to the mining dis- 
trict upon which.it is forced, they hav- 
ing no voice.in the matter? Does this 
violate the Sherman Law? We have 
such doubts regarding that procedure 
that we do not care to be parties to it.
